1. I, Sarah Packham, having personal knowledge of the facts set forth herein, 
hereby declare and say that: 

2. I am an Administrative Assistant in the Intellectual Property Strategy 
Department of Lucent Technologies Inc., in Swindon, Great Britain. I have been a 
Lucent employee since June 12, 2000. 

3. It is my understanding that upon filing of a patent application in the European 
Patent Office, our IP Law department in Woodford Green, Great Britain inputs the 
application case name onto our application docket to establish when to start preparing 
the application for foreign filing. 

4. It is also my understanding that after docketing the above-identified 
application, our IP-Law department in Woodford Green started to prepare the application 
for foreign filing by generating a package comprising photocopies and electronic copies 
of the application and related drawings respectively.
